SERVICES OF STATE VETERINARIAN 


The Wisconsin Live Stock Sanitary 


Board is organized to protect tho 
health of the live stock of this state, 
and this work Is done through its ex- 
ecutive olllcer, the State Veterinar- 
ian. In order to obtain tho services 
and attention of the State Veterin- 
arian It Is necessary that stock own- 
era call In a veterinarian to examine 
their stock when ailing, and If there 
be found among them a disease of an 
Infectious or contagious nature, such 
as tuberculosis glanders, 
anthrax, 


black leg, haemorrhaglc septicaemia, 
hog cholera, swine plague, rinder- 
pest, foot and mouth disease, pleure 
pneumonia, actlnomycosls or rabies, 
the owner or attendant of such stock 
should report same to the health of 
(leer of the town, village or city in 
which the stock is kept. It Is then 
the duty of the health otllcer to make 
a full report of the case in writing to 
the State Veterinarian. 


All sucli notices must come through 


the health ofilcer of the town', village 
or city In which stock Is kept, Iri or- 
der to receive attention.

In ad- 
dition, as in this state, various laws 
have been passed limiting the num- 
ber of saloons, and also making It 
possible to create a "dry" district In 
any residence portion of any city or 
village; also, prohibiting the sale of 
liquor within certain distances of 
churches, colleges, schools, etc. 


The following summary of the way 


the movement has spread will be 
found Interesting: 


In Georgia 124 of the 14(1 counties 


are without saloons. 


In Louisiana seven eighths of the 


state Is "dry" territory. 


Georgia Is In tho process of passing 


a state prohibitory law. 


Indian territory is to have prohibi- 


tion for twenty-one years. 


Indiana and Ohio are fast voting 


the saloons out by towns and town- 
ships. 


In Oklahoma the 'sale of liquor Is 


prohibited absolutely and without 
qualitlcatlon. 


The whole state of Tennessee Is 


"dry" except Memphis, Nashville and 
Chattanoga. 


In Arkansas sixty of the seventy- 


live counties are "dry," and the laws 
are rigidly enforced. 


Alabama Is contemplating tho same 


move, and tho question will be sub- 
mitted to popular vote. 


Commissioners In thirty-two of the 


tlfty-tlvo counties In West Virginia 
refuse to grant licenses. 


Texas Is being swept by a temper- 


ance wave. Ninety counties arc al- 
ready "dry." 


Ninety-one out of lilt counties of 


Kentucky have abolished tho saloon. 


Fifty-live of the ninety-nine coun- 


ties of Iowa have local option. 


About 600 cities and towns of Mary- 


land prohibit the sale of Intoxicants. 


In Missouri thirty-nine out of sev- 


enty-six counties are "dry," and the 
Sunday closing of saloons has reduced 
Sunday crime sixty per cent. 


Florida has local option, with pro- 


hlbltlori In thirty-four of the forty- 
live counties.—Waupaca Post.

which leave a bad taste In the mout h. 


All you have to do Is to lodge a 


complaint against the vendor and tho 
government food Inspectors will do 
the rest. One of these government 
Inspectors recently waited around a 
store in an Iowa town, and when a 
farmer brought In some eggs he want- 
ed some fresh eggs and took the lot. 
Several of them proved to be rotten 
and the farmer was assessed #120 by 
Undo Sam under the pure food law. 
If the merchant had taken the eggs 
and disposed of them to his customers 
he would have been liable tothcsamc 
fine. Tho only safe rule for both 
farmers and merchants Is to candle 
tho eggs so that they know they are 
giving the purchaser what he or she 
pays for.—Wood County Reporter.

Three Per Cent. Wero Due to Patent 
Medicines, According to Figure* 
Dased on Medical Certificates. 


Tho press committee of tho Proprie- 


tary Association of America will pre- 
sent at tho next meeting of that body 
a report showing tho number of acci- 
dental deaths caused by patent medi- 
cines In the two years ending Juno 3", 
1907, as compared with deaths from 
other causes. 


Almost Immediately after tho begin- 


ning of tho latest crusade against 
proprietary medicines this committee 
was Instructed to collect data. This 
work was done through the clipping 
bureaus, which furnished accounts of 
all deaths, exclusive of suicide, duo to 
tho misuse of medicines, druBS or 
poisons. Tho result showed that only 
three per cent, could bo traced di- 
rectly to tho products mado by tho 
members of the association. 


Tho greatest care Is said to hare 


been exercised In tabulating tho fig- 
ures received. 
Whenever tho-cause 


of death was doubtful, special inves- 
tigation was made, no matter wher«i 
tho case might havo occurred. Tho 
work of assorting and preparing tho 
record was done In Chicago, nnd tho 
original clippings nnd correspondence 
are In tho possession of Ervln P. 
Kemp, 184 La Salle street, that city, 
tho association's publicity agent Th» 
report says, in part: 


"A largo number of accidents, re- 


sulting fatally or otherwise, were 
caused by tho carelessness of! persons 
who left drugs, medicines or poisons 
within tho reach of children. A largo 
number, also, wero caused by persons 
going to medlcino cabinets In tho dark 
ana taking down tho wrong- bottle. 
In no case reported was any medicine, 
'patent' or otherwise, held responsible 
for Injury or death except when left 
within tho reach of children or taken 
or administered In gross overdose." 


Tho committee says that It is un- 


likely that any cases of death from 
tho uso of patent medlcino- escaped 
tho newspapers, but that It is prob- 
able that death from tho causes tabu- 
lated did occur without receiving pub- 
llclty. 
Physicians, of course, report 


tho causes of death. Tho committee 
says that they would bo tho last to 
suppress tho cause If duo to tho uso 
of medlcino not reqularly'prescribed. 


A recapitulation of tho committee's 


findings show 4.29G cases of poisoning, 
of which 1.7C3 wero fatal. 
Tho great- 


est number of cases, 1.C3G, with 803 
deaths. Is attributed to medicines 
other 
than 
proprietary 
remedies. 


There are on tho list 90 cases of sick- 
ness and 43 deaths duo to patent medi- 
cines. 


Analyzing Its statistics, tho commit, 


tee* finds 201 cases of sickness, with 
143 deaths, duo to strychnine tablets, 
which nro among physicians' favorite 
remedies nnd nro often left within the 
reach of children. 


Under tho head of miscellaneous 


prescriptions ore grouped 44 cases 
where, tho report says. It has been lm« 
posslblo after diligent inquiry to as- 
certain tho name or tho character of 
tho drug or medicine which caused in- 
Jury or death, beyond tho fnct that 
tho medicine or drug was puscrlbed 
by a physician. Of these cases 18 
wero fatal. 
Tho committee says: 


"Under 
tho head of 'All Patent 


Medicines' ore grouped all thone rem- 
edies which are recognized an patent 
medicines nnd which aro advertised 
direct to the* public for internal use. 
Competent authorities sny that at 
least one-half of tho medicines taken 
In tho United States are of the kind 
known as 'patent medicine.' and yet 
in two years among 80,000,000 people 
there havo been but ninety cases 
(forty-throe fatal) that have been re- 
ported In tho newspapers from tho 
use or misuse of theso remedies." 


Not In a single fully substantiated 


case is It ever charged that any pat* 
ent medicine in recommended dosca 
was Injurious. 
In this connection It 


should bo understood that In making 
death certificates and In reporting 
cases of Injury to tho newspapers 
from which theso cases wero secured, 
a physician had tho final word, and 
in this connection Is there any prob- 
ability that tho doctor will hide his 
own carelessness or neglect or that of 
a fellow practitioner whoso support 
ho may want at somo time, and Is 
there oven a possibility that ho might 
hldo any responsibility that could bo 
thrown at a patent medicine?
